While tis community has not 
grown ‘nearly as fast as the 
average city in southern Cali- 
fornia in recen* years, the trend 
is changing, apparently. 

Average daily attendance in 
Upland elementary schools has 
increased 20 per cent since a 
year ago. “ADA’’ during the 
1955-56 year was 1,665 pupils. 
Today, the average attendance 


is 2,009. 

This increase is higher now 
than any other’ elementary 
school district in this vicinity, 
according to Superintendent 
Harold W. Cook. 

This student population in- 


crease, of course, means more 
classrooms and more teachers. 
At least nine additional teach- 
ers will be employed for the | 
1957-58 school year. This, of 
course, means that more money 
must be provided for these ad- 
ditional classroom leaders — at 
‘a higher salary scale.

Pay for Upland Teachers 


What should school teachers be paid? 


Are good teachers worth as much as a cashier or clerk in 
one of our food stores? 


Who should be paid more — the man who repairs your 
plumbing or the man who is teacher in your son’s junior high 
echool classroom? 


If adequate pay is not offered to top ranking school teach- 
ers in Upland and if they leave for other school jobs, what 
then? 


These are very timely questions in view of the May 17 
excess tax election here and in the Chaffey high school district. 


In this era of expansion, school districts are not only com- 
peting with each other but also with industries for good per- 
gonnel. There is a shortage of teachers and under this condi- 
tion, competent teachers can really “choose” their job and to a 
¢ertain extent “name” their price. 


This situation puts the Upland school district and all other 
school districts in a very tight situation. “Money talks” to 
school teachers — the same as it does to employes in all fields 
ef endeavor. Of course, there are many other employment 
factors but with working conditions about the same all over 
Southern California, the teachers’ salary scale is the vital 
factor in maintaining an adequate staff of educational leaders. 


And so, Uplanders are being asked to answer on May 17 
the question; “What shall local teachers be paid?” 


If the answer is an increase in pay, the new schedule will 
be an annual minimum of $4,300 and a maximum of $6,900. If 
you favor that schedule, then your vote should be “Yes” on 
the tax excess increase May 17. 


One of the most important professions is teaching. Good 
teachers mean so much to the life of every child. Likewise, 
poor teachers can have a very adverse effect. 


The salary increase must primarily come from local tax- 
payers. The proposed maximum rate will be $1.85 for each 
$100 of assessed valuation as compared with the present rate 
of $1.20, 


Economy should prevail in all governmental agencies — 
but not to the point that the Upland schoo! district must be 
forced to employ mediocre teachers. 


Vote “Yes” May 17. 


The John Nicholson Statement 


The statement by John Nicholson in The Upland News last 
week was very timely and should clarify the situation relative 
to the position of Upland police chief. 


It should be emphasized the Upland city council was very. 
very deliberate in making any change in this position. And 
when they finally chose to make a change, they offered Police 
Chief Ralph H. Palmer the rank of “Captain” — with no reduc- 
tion in pay. 


At least two vital decisions were made in this case — the 
councilmen made one; to get a new police chief. 


Mr. Palmer made the other one; to retire from the depart- 
ment rather than accept a reduction in rank. 


That is where the matter would have ended, except some 
of Mr. Palmer’s many friends joined in an effort to get him 
reinstated. Stanford Shaw was retained and now petitions 
with more than 1,500 names are on file in the city hall asking 
for Mr. Palmer’s reinstatement. 


The real issue is; “Why did the council decide to make q 
change and get a new police chief?” 


That is a long story and we will not go into it here. Suffice, 
it to say that none of the councilmen acted for selfish reasons; 
no one was “playing” politics and the only objective was im- 
proved departmental leadership. 


Each of the councilmen is aware of the city’s merit system 
and that each permanent city employe is absolutely guaran- 
teed his job — unless he is discharged “for cause.” 


And so after several years of service as head of the de- 
partment. Mr. Palmer chose to retire. rather than accept a 
slight demotion in rank and rather than to take his case to the 
Upland board of appeal — as he could have done. 


In his statement. Mr, Nicholson reviewed his attitude prior 
to becoming a city councilman and what he has learned about 
municipal affairs since being on the council. He reviewed the 


deliberations leading up to the council’s meeting with Mr. 
Palmer. 


His statement did not tell of the several previous meetings 
over a period of many months between the police chief, the 
city councilmen and the city manager. 


The answer has been given. The city councilmen are 


about ready to select a new police chief. Mr. Palmer chose to 
accept retirement. 


The matter should end with these decisions.

Judge Fred H. Jacobs passed 
on an article to me written by 
Walter Seymour, Member of the 
Detroit Bar association. Said the 
Judge: ‘‘We’ve heard every ex- 
cuse mentioned in this article 
and are waiting for new ones.’’ 
This article appeared recently 
in Traffic Engineering. Remem- 
ber. .it’s a lawyer doing the 
writing. 

A traffic ticket rattles around 
in a man’s hand. He gets more 
worked up about it than if he 
had shot his wife in the stomach. 
The violator who walks into your 
office with an earned $5.00 ticket, 
to demand that something be 
done, is more difficult to deal 
with than a client who has been 
slightly sued. He’s going to take 
up a lot of time you can’t bill 
him for, due to the microscopic 
nature of the transaction, And 
there isn’t much you can do for 
him anyway except hold his 
hand and sympathize with him 
in his sorrow. 

A ticket seems to generate 
within his soul the immediate 
desire to crusade for intelligent 
enforcement of all traffic laws. 
He is the eager messiah. You 
become, by his special dispensa- 
tion, a one-man grievance com- 
mittee. Together the twain will 
reform exisiting regulations in 
the police department and re- 
codify the ordinance. Not only 
that, but, with his enlightened 
advice and help, it’ll be just like 
shooting fish in a bathtub. 

Now, why is it that the or- 
dinary traffic ticket can be such 
a mad and marvelous thing? 
The answer is, that outside of 
sending a check whereby you 
not only pay through the nose 
but automatically admit guilt, 
the only thing you can do is ap- 
pear in court on the court date. 
The officer has told you to tell 
it to the judge. You can have a 
fair and impartial trial. All you 
|lose, of course, is a day’s work 
“and the punishment for that is 
three or four times the value of 
the ticket. Aye, there’s the rub. 
You don’t have to be a keen 
student of the dollay to figure it 
out. This creates that frustra- 
ting and hopeless feeling in the 
defendant’s soul. 

Another thing. If he goes to 
court he knows in his heart that 
the odds out of one hundred of 
winning the case could be coun- 
ted on the fingers of a careless 
sawmill hand. His mind tells 
him he is going to be found not 
guilty but his heart tells him 
differently. He hasn’t heard from 
his liver.
